The six months' competition between 


famous milk-producing breeds of cows 
began tyt the dairy building yesterday. 
The chief o' ject of the test is. to deter- 
mine what breed, all things considered, 
is the best for milk, cream, cheese and 
butter production. The strictest rules 
ever formu! .ted to govern a dairy test 
are in operation anil only three breed- 
ing associations, the shorthorn, Jersey 
and Guernsey, were willine to submit 
to them. They have 75 cows, represent- 
ing the pick of their breeds. 


They will be milked three times a day, 
each cow's milk being weighed and the 
specific gravity and E olids in tho fluid 
recorded. Eecords \rill be kept of the 
butter produced by eaeh cow and the 
results ot the test made known after 
the fair.

GBKEXVILUS, Miss., May 13.—The 


Drst break in the levees restraining the 
mighty Misbiesippi river occurred on 
the Arkansas side about 27 miles above 
Lalceport, Ark., and about 11 miles be- 
low this city. The crevasse is in a small 
levee against which was about seven 
feet of water. 
The width of tho break 


is about 200 feet and is widening rap- 
idly. While this break will inflict con- 
siderable damage- upon the section ol 
c.ountry south of tho break, the relief 
given to the levees ou the Mississippi 
sido will le material. 


The county of Chicot, in which is lo- 
cated thei sccno ol 
1 tho crevasse, will 


mainly bo the sufferer. About 5,00(1 
acres of Ir.r.Cl in that county planted in 
cotton will be inundated. 
Diiectly 


south of Chicot, Ark., lies East anil 
West Cairol parishes, La 
Thcso will 


also 
receive,

water from tho 


crevasso, 113 will probably .Madison and 
Tcnsas. Tho probable course of the 
water from tho LaLoport crevasse will 
be fiouthwaid through Eayou 2Iason, 
thence ii.to the Eouc£ rivor to Red 
river, through which it will return in- 
to the Mississippi, The total amount 
or dnmneo to be done will be impossi- 
ble to estimate, but as the crop is in a 
forward condition it will be great. 


Efforts to tie the ends of this crevasse 


will bo lor lo at once. Tho levees on 
tho Mississippi Bide aie in excellent 
shape. 
Guards are patrolling them 


night and day. These invaluable em- 
bankments aro expected to hold intact 
ngainsl a possible height at thib place 
oi -11 or !3 j-3 feet. The river now is 
still stationary, possibly duo to tho 
Lakeport bi eak. The gauge reads 43. G 
feet, a rise of only one-tenth ot a toot 
in the pa.«t 21 hours. The stago is .88 
of a foot below the highest recorded 
gauge reading at Greenville.

Pucumatic Caissons For a Building. 


Pneumatic caissons are being tised ia 


preparing tho foundation for the new 
office building whiuli is being erected on 
lower Broadway by tho Manhattan Life 
Insurance company. This Rtructure ia 
being built on a lot 122 by C7 feet in size 
and at a place where a rock bottom can- 
not bo reached without put-sing through 
quicksand full of water. Fifteenof the^e 
caisbons will be employed, four circular 
and 11 rectangular. The latter vary in 
size from 231 feet, in length by £1} feet 
in width to ia feet rquarc. Tho largest 
of the ciicular caissons ia 15 feet in di- 
ameter and the smallest 10 feet. They 
aro made by riveting together steel 
plates, angle bara and beams into boxes 
from 8 to 10 feet in depth, with a top 
thoroughly biaced with steel beams to 
support the superposed loads. All the 
rivets on the sides have countersunk 
holes on the outside so as to diminish the 
friction which arises when tlie caissons 
are sinking. All the openings in the top 
aro carried up through tho masonry 
which is laid on lop of the caisson and 
are provided with the same valves th,it 
are used in subaqueous works. It is 
itated that these caissons will be tho first 


roiibtruction.

poultry and eggs" destroyed by the ermine 
In this connection there are records that 
"wherever an ermine has fftken up his iesl- 
denco the mice In his vicinity for half a 
mile around have been found rapidly to di- 
minish m number." 


Dr. Merrtum gives a graphic account of 


an. incident in which the tenor with u. hieh 
the ermine inspires rats, mice, etc., is ex- 
cellently portrayed. lie- placed a very largo 
rat in a cage with un ermine. This rut 
"was vory ugly, biting fiercely at tho trap 
and th a stick" v>]th itliich the doctor "as 
sistcd 1 mi in'to the cage." Ko sooner had 
ho entered tlio cage, however, thau 1m 
whole demeanor changed. "ITe assumed au 
attitude of abject terror and trembled from 
head to foot." The crmino advanced to- 
ward him at once, and as ho did so ^ho rat 
raised himself on hi=; hind legs, "letting liU 
foru paivs hang helplessly over bis breast, 
and squealed piteously." ICofc onlydkllio 
not show a disposition to light, but ho of 
fered no lesistanee whatever aud did not 
even. ofCer to defend himself when at- 
tacked. 


The crmiuo did not seize him immediate- 


ly, but "cuffed him with his fore paws" and 
drove him from one corner of the cage to 
the other, "glaring at him continuously.'1 
Thou Vt'ith a sudden move ho sprang upon 
his victim, "laid open tho back ot the head 
with a single bite, ato the brams and left 
the quivering carcass untouched." 


Thu ermine so mnch. resembles the Eu- 


ropean ferret, if tho abnormal ferocity of 
the former is excepted, that Audubon and 
others havo suggested to file the caninu 
teeth and use them for hunting rabbits, ns 
arctkci ferrets used in "England and othei 
party of 3£uropc, but the suggestion, lias 
not received much consideration even from 
naturalists. Indeed it seems to bo highly 
improvable that such a fierce and blood- 
thirsty little nnimal could ever be domesti- 
cated sufficiently to assist hunters. 
In the summer time tho fur ?s nob of 


much commercial value. It is then o£ *i 
brownish color, varying to dark umber and 
yellowish gray. But as tho cold begins the 
color nhargca until in tho wialcr .sm-ws 
the ermine is clad in his royal fur of white, 
unbroken except by tho black tip of the 
tail and a yellowish suffusion throughout. 
Nature apparently causes this change, for 
two reasons-— viz., the white fur screens the 
animal from observation in tho snow, and 
the white color renders ib a less perfect con- 
dttctoi of nnimal heat.

GIVING THE WORLD. 


Blectrlc Currents Thai, Produce Variegated 


Streams of Mjgterious right and Tull to 
Heat tlioTVirra Tlmt Carry Those Wou- 
dorfnl Currents. 
Almost from tho time that tho vihra- 


;pry theory of light was accepted ecien- 
tific men havo looked forward lo the day 
when it would bo possible to produce 
jglit without heat. For it is an unfor- 
tunate, fact that BO fur every effort to 
produce light has boen accompanied by 
an enormons waste of energy duo to tho 
production of useless heat The simplest 
way of producing light is by meana of 
Iho combustion of somo compound of 
carbon. It does not matter whether tho 
carbon is solid, as iu a candle, or a fluid, 
as iu a lamp, or in a, gas, as in ordinary 
illuminating gas, this process istlio same. 


Tho union of the carbon of the sub- 


stance with tlio oxygen oi the air pro- 
duces tho rapid vibration that tbo eye- 
recognizes as light. Carbon, though tho 
element usually employed, is notanecei- 
sai'y f jictoiV f or magnesium, potassium, 


L—indeed almost any of tho elements 


—will tako its place 
Neither is oxygen 


i necessary part in the production of 
iglit. 
Chlorine will produce an oven 


more brilliant ligh; with certain sub- 
stances. It is evident;, therefore, that the 
rate of vibration and not the element 
employed is the principal factor in pro- 
ducing light. 


Unfortunately all methods of produc- 


ing light by mcanc o: chemical combina- 
tions (such as the union of the carbon of 
the candle with the oxygen of the air) 
are accompanied bj a very large pro- 
duction otheat waves, which iu the ma- 
jority of cases arc utterly useless, if not 
absolutely troublesome. Tho old siuiilo 
of a musician desiring to produce a cer- 
tain high note being compelled to press 
down all tho keys of his instrument is 
an apt one. Tho lower notes are not 
merely useless, but they aro positively 
annoying. 


Singularly enough, the first solution of 


the problem that was attempted success- 
fully was by the aid of heat. A very 
small amount of light waves arc required 
Tor recognition by the wonderfully de- 
veloped special sense which man pos- 
sesses. It is intensity, not quantity, that 
is wanted, to use a technical term. Con- 
soquentlyif a very small particle is, heat- 
ed to incandescence tho light which it 
throws out bearh a far greater ratio to 
the amount of heat required than itdoes 
if a largo mass is similarly heated. 


This ia one of tho radical bases of the 


nlility of the incandescent electric light. 
An extremely small tUitmenl is boated to 
incandescence through tho resistance- 
which it offers lo the flow of an electric 
current. It genera1 es heat, it is trno, 
but tho amount of hsat thus ptodnced is 
directly proportional to tho mass ot tho 
catbon, which ib very email. Tho light 
produced, however, is amply sufficient 
for nil ordinary purposes. 


This solution, hovever, is highly un- 


Biitisfiictory to scientists, however useful 
it is to tho public at large. Light apart 
froinhp.it nltogethc" was wanted. Tho 
firpfly, tho phoiphoicfcent sea imimal- 
culcs and even thu exhausted tubes o! 


r furnished tho hope that there 


was yet soruo method of reaching tho 
high Jioto without pre.'-bing dov.ii tho 
wholo lieyboaid. 


Recently au cxtiaordiaary genius has 


nj^pearcd in this country who seems 
upon tho verge of discovering, if not to 
havo actually discovered, a method by 
which this might be done. Nikola Tesla, 
a man of nnk'pendei.t forttvno and most 
brilliant miml, who was for a timo con- 
nected wilh Ldihou, has dared to experi- 
ment with rapidly alternating- electric 
currents. Tho result has surprised the 
wildest dreams oi! tho theorii'oi'S. 
ne 


has succeeded iu producing light of com- 
paratively high intensity without" tho 
production of heat aud apparently di- 
rectly by tho UFO of electricity. Tho 
halls oC tho Royal society of London and 
of the Franklin institute of Philadelphia 
havo been illuminated by ipeans of tho 
light radiated from bare copper wires in 
tho open air carrying theso so called 
Tesla currents. 
iTlio wires wore not hot, but they radi- 
ated from their surface light and sent 
from ono to another bands and stream- 
ers of tho mysterious light which wo see 
in tho aurora boroahs. Tho effect must 
be seen to be thorntighly appreciated, 
but when it is slated that tbo oxpeii- 
menter without difficulty succeeded in 
radintmg light not only from an ex- 
hausted glass lube held iu his hand, bnt 
also from his thumb, his nose and other 
features, tho enthusiasm which swept 
over his audiences in London and in 
Philadelphia- may bo appreciated. 


As yot no useful application has been 


found for theso wonderful new develop- 
nieuts in electrical science, but they 
should bo welcomed as a harbinger of 
further urotri ess.—Bnltinioixi Sun.
